Ottawa, Dec. 3.—The debate upon

Johns and Iberville, the discussion 
being prolonged until a late hour, Tie 
debate may continue over to-day. 

Before the orders of the day wers 
called Hon. Frank Cochrane in reply 
to a question stated that the entire 
Transcontinental Railway would be 
finished from Cochrane to Winnipeg 
before Christmas. 

A comprehensive speech upon the 
big live issues of the day was deliver. 
ed by Mr. Maclean, The navel issue, 
the transportation problem, a state. 
owned cable, parcels post, Govern. 
ment-ownership of telegrapli lines, 
the melon cutting of the CPLR. Co, 
and much-needed amendments to the 
Railway Act were among the subjects 
discussed.

Detectives Are Arreste 
Charged With Shooting With | 
tent to Kill tm Affray In Front of 
the Hotel at Timmins—Superinten- 
dent of Agency Says Only Twenty 
of His Men Had Weapons. 


South Porcupine, Dec. — 3,—With 
three strikers wounded, one of whom 
may die. the strike situation has be. 
come extremely serious to-day. The 
shooting occurred at Timmins, in 
front of the ‘hotel there: sesterda 
morning, after Chief Calbeck had left 
the locality, and the shots are said 
to have been fired by Tiiel detectives, 
five of whom are now under arrest, 
charged with shovting with. intent. 

These charzes misy be /advanced to 
murder shouldany of the victims of 
the shooting succumb. One of these 
is shot through the lungs, another has 
a wound in the fleshy part of the 
back, and a third is wounded in the 
ankle. All are-in the hospital. 

The five men were arrested after 
considerabie trouble by Provincial 
Constable Lefevre, who arrived upon 
the scene some time after the shooting 
and found considerable difficulty in 
lovating his men. 

The Thiel men are very unpopular 
in camp, and Mayor Wilson wired 
yeste rday to have them taken out or 
the ailitin sent in, 

Superintendent Scesticat. 

Toronto, Dee. 3.—-Capt. Wiliam 
superintendent. of the Thiel Detee 
Agency at Toronto. said last night 
that he had heard nething of the 
shooting.

‘Armistice in the Balkans Is Con- 
summated: at Last. 








Fact That the Greek: Dalegates Did 
Nor Sign the Agreement Is Causing 
Considerable Conjecture’ — May 
Mean Split Among the Allies— 
Roumania May Take Place of 
Greece tn the League. 


_ Landon, Dec. 4.—4 protocol arrang- 
ing an armistice was sigtied late Jast 
evening by the Turkish and Bulgarian 
delegates, the latter representing alsu 
Servia and Montenegro. Prior to this 
there had been a long sitting of the 
Turkish Council of Ministers, to con- 
pict fresh proposals submitted by the 
allies. 

“Apparently tho Greek delegates did 
not sign the | here At present no- 
thing is definitely knawn on this 
point, nor of the terms of the armis- 
tice, as revised yesterday. 

The refusal of Greece to sign the 
armistice ia susceptible ef different 
interpretations.. In ihe first place, as 
a tacit armistice has been in exist- 
ence {cr more than a week already, 
it is not impossible that the negotia- 
tions may have served to bring about 
an agreement on the general princi- 
ples of the peace terms, such as would 
promise the speedy arrangement of a 
peace treaty when the conference 
meets, as is now expected, in London.- 
In this case, the fact that Greece is 
standing out from the armistice proto. 
eel weuld not be of great importance. 

In the second place, the Greek ab- 
stention may mean a serious split 
among the allies, arising from jealou- 
xi¢s goncerning the possession of 
Saloniki and the insistence of the 
Greeks on the capitulation of Adriau- 
ople, Beutari and Janina. 

Other points which may influence 
the situation are to be found in the 
fact that Turkey recently sought to 
conclude a separate treaty of peace 
with Greece, that Bulgaria apparent- 
ly is not unwilling to enter into an 
alliance with Turkey, and that the 
allies are desirous that Turkey shall 
enter the Balkan customs lepgue.

kan league, It seems clear from the 
report that Bulgaria will ignore the 
Greek offer to land an army in Galli- 
poli peninsula, and to send her ficet 
te attack the Dardanelles, that the 
relations between Greeee and Bulgaria 
Are greatly strained, aud these signs 
of dissension among the allies leave 
the situation full of dangerous possi- 
bilities. 

It is reported that France is trying 
to persuade Greece to adopt a less un- 
yielding attitude. It is understood 
that financial pressure and the ex- 
haustion of their forces had much te 
do with the willingness of Bulgaria 
and Servia to conclude peace, and, 
in this respect Greece, which secured 
her victories with less expense, is 
better able to continuc hostilities.

‘on the Atlantic coast and to encourage generally the development. of 
the fisheries of the Dominion, the, Hon. J. D. Hazen, Minister of 
*Sfarine and Fisheries, has snnounced that he will establish a Fisheries 


*Advisory Board. This is no hurried step on the Minister's. part, but 


‘the result of careful investigation made sinceehe came into office and 
the fulfilment of a promise. +In the past there Tas been no efficient 
forganization of the fisheries industry and this step is the most progress- 
sive taken for many years. : 
* - There will be thirteen meinbers on the Fisheries Board in addition 
.to, the officials ofthe department, and these members will represent 
the diversified interests of the country on the fishing industry.) The in- 
terests of canners, curers, fish merchants and fishermen will be safe- 
guarded “by” their representatives: , 

Nova Scotia,| by/reason of the conditions being more diversified 
than in the other Maritime Provinces, will have three representatives 
on the Board. New Brunswick will have two members, one represent: 
ing the weir fisheries on the Bay of Fundy, and the other the fisheries 
on the North Shore, which are largely in a different class. One mem- 
ber will represent the interests of Prince Edward Island. The Gulf 
portion of Quebec will slso be represented by one member; the inland 
; portion of Quebec and also the fisheries of Ontario, being administered 
by: thé’ provinces ‘themselves, do not require representation on the 
Board.. One representative will be provided for each of the three 
prairie provinces and three representatives will be given to British Col- 
umbia;-where the conditions, like those in Nova Scotia, are diversified 

As stated, Nova Scotian nnd British Columbia, will cach have three 
members upon the Board; The reason is easily seeoe The fisheries of 
Nova Scotia are of far greater value than the fisheries of the other parts 
of the Maritime Provinces, and in addition to its inshore boat fishery, 
the ptovince has a large fleet of banking vessels. One member of the 
Board will represent the banking vessels, another the inshore fisheries 
and a third the merchants and canners. The last named clsss has re- 
presentation, because “Halifax ix the distributing point for cured fish 
for the Maritime provinces. 

Bntish Columbia has, as is well known, « large salmon fishery and 
an important salmon canning industry and the deep sea fishery is also 
very extensive. ‘The three members for British Columbia Awill-repre- 
sent the fishermen, curers and canners.

5 Ax might -be expected with a Board representing interesta from 
the. Atlantic to-the Pacific, it will be divided inte three committees, 
one for the Atlantic provinces, one for the prairie provinces, aud one 
for British Columbia.

London, Dec. 5.—No news Has yet 
heen ‘received that Greece has signed 
the atmistice, although she is expect- 
ed to do so, as the protocol provides 
that the reeks garrisons are not to 
be provisioned, to which Greece had 
strongly objected. ~ 
= The fect that Turkey has agreed to 
this ‘elause is held to indicate that 
there is no likelihood of the immediate 
surrender of the fortresses. 

It in: possible that two conferences 
may be sitting concurrently at Lon- 
don alter next week. The proposal 
for. an~ ambassadorial conference 
reached the Austrian Foreign Office 
yesterday, and is ssid to have been 
sympathetically received by the Aus 
trian Cabinet. Count von Berchthold, 
however, is delaying his reply, until 
he bas consulted with the other mem- 
bers of the triple alliance. As Ger- 
inahy ie known to favor the confer- 
ence, it is expected that Austria will 
embrace the proposal and the ambas- 
sadors are likely to meet af the same 
lime as the peate delegates.

Forced Out By 
_ Tobacco Trust 


NEW- YORK, ‘Dee. 6,—Rudolph 
Epstein, one of several Brooklyn to- 
Lacco jobbers, who claim to have 
been forced out vf business by the 
American Tobacco Co., testified  to- 
day tothe drastic tactics employed 
by the trust, it is alleged, to crush 
competition. He is a witness in the 
suit for $300,000 brought by John A. 
Locker against the American Com- 
pany under the Sherman law. 

He declared that A. T. Benheim, 
representing the trust, called a meet- 
ing of jobbers in 1904, and told them 
the American Tobacco. Co. intended 
ty form a combine of-all the jobbers 
iu New York, each member to  re- 
ceive 1000 shares of preferred stock 
in a company to be known as the! 
Metropolitan Tobacco Co. 

Epstein declared that when he te- 
fused to join Benheim warned him 
he woukl be driven out of business. | 
He said the American Company re- 
fused to sell goods to him, and after 
a time he was forced to close up en- 
tirely. “My wife,” he said “cried 
many. a night over our troubles with 
the American Tobacco Co. It was a 
matter of bread with us.”

To Argue That There Is No Emer- 
gency—Hon. Mr. Hazen Introduces

Ottawa, Dec. 7.—The Liberal cau- 
cus on the naval question, it is un- 
derstood, resulted in a general un- 
derstanding that ‘for ‘the present at 
least the Oppositiun should fight, The 

resent line of attack will be left to 

ir Wilfrid Laurier to decide. The 

second reading of the Dill will un- 
doubtedly be resisted, at least until 
alter the membérs have an opportun- 
ity to feel the public pulse during 
tte Christmas recess. 

The Opposition is prepared to vote 
at once the full extent of the figures 
suggested for the emergency contribu- 
tion, namely $35,000,000, and more if 
tecessary, for the construction and 
maintenance of Canadian warships 
along the lines of the resolution adopt- 
ed by Parliament in March, 1909. 
This the caucus considered to be the 
only true and sane Imperial policy 
consonant with Canadian pride, Can- 
adian national autonomy, and per- 
manent Imperial unity, 

When the Government's naval: bill 
comes apasee debate on second: read- 
ing in Commons next week, the 
Liberals, led by Sir Wilfrid. Laurier, 
will be prepared to put up a vigorous 
fight. Sir Wilfrid at the close of the 
caucus gave to the press the following 
statement: 

“The caucus was moet enthusiastic 
and absolutely unanimous and proud 
that the memorandum of the Admiral- 
ty clearly establishes” what they al- 
ways contended, that there is no emer. 
gency. In this they find a full justi- 
fication of the principle of a Canadian 
naval policy, which can be expanded 
to the full extent of the figures sug- 
gested in the memorandum and this 
they considered the true Imperial pol. 
icy." : 

Hon, W.T. White, Minister of Fin- 
ance, has given notice of a resolution 
which he will present to the House 
next week, authorizing the Governor- 
in-council to purchase at par from the 
Grand Trunk Pucific Railway Co. the 
three per cent. bonds of that com.

sideration {rom the Imperial Chan- 
cellor ‘and the Bundesrath, and will 
order their conduct accordingly.” 

The Imperial Chancellor, Dr. Von 
Bethmann-Hollweg, in reply, defend- 
ed the Bundesrath's decision as‘ only 
an interpretation of a law forty years 
old. Tho ‘decision, in’ effect, holds 
that Bavaria’s recent course in modi: 
fying the severity of the enforcement 
of the imperial legislation against the 
Jesuit order in Germany, was illegal. 
‘ The Chancellor declared that the 
Protestants have always bitterly op- 
posed the Jesuits, who also in the 
past have not been tolerated even in 
certain Catholic countries on account 
of “their militant activity in politics, 
their international character and 
their opposition to the growth of the 
modern conception of tLe atate.” 

While 24,000,000 Catholics wanted 
the antiJesuit law repealed, contin- 
ued the Chancellor, 40,000,000 Pro- 
testants wanted it retained, and ho 
warned the Centrists against a re- 
nowal of the religious conflict of the 
seventies.

The dog broke from its fastening at 
503 Qurbee avenue, during the morn- 
ing. The owner, Nelson Leadbeater, 
a cartage agent, out at the time. 
Before leaving the premises the dos 
bit’ Leadbeater’s two small children. 
Running along the avenue to Dundas 
street, the dog turned in at Whetter’s 
butcher shop. Those who were on 
the street at the time noticed the 
peculiar actions of the dog and kep* 
a safe distance away. 

Dr. Cunningham happened to be in 
the shop at the time. Without even 
a bark, the animal sprang at his 
throat. Dr. Cunningham raised his 
hand and the dog lacerated three cf 
his fingers. 

L. Scrutton,.an undertaker, was the 
next victim. He was walking along 
when the mad creature came leaping 
slong the street and bit him. 

A child belonging to Mr. Steele of 
Quebee avenue also felt the fanzs of 
the dog, while playing on the street. 

The son of James Smith, brickmaker 
on the Weston road, was bitten while 
the animal was on the rampage, and 
a woman who lives on Vine street 
will also have to take the Pasteur 
treatment, as she, too, was bitten, 

Alter locating the house from which 
the dog had come, Dr. Cunningham 
summoned Dr, Arthur Melhuish, vet- 
erinary surgeon. The Jatter armel 
himself with a forty-four calibre revel- 
ver and proceeded to the house on 
Quebee avenue. The dog had been 
trapped in the kitchen. 

The doctor: cautiously opened the 
door, and as he did so the animal 
sprang for the openingly. By slam- 
ming the door the ddctor caught the 
head of the animal. The doctor fired 
a shot through the dog's head, and 
Constable Ide added anvther. 

It is thought that there are several 
other people in the neighborhood who 

have been bitten by the dog. Dr. 
Methuish states that he has had near- 
ly seventy cases of rabies in the Inst 
six weeks, and it is understood several 
other people from Ward Seven have 
been taking the Pasteur treatment. 

Two weeks ago a large dog was shot 
after it had bitten a young man. The 
head was examined and found to be 
rabid. 

About two days later another animal 
owned by Fred. Chowns at Humber 
Bay became mad and had to be shot.

THE PEACE CONFERENCE 


The conference of the powers now 
studying on the Balkan case began its 
fession withont delay in London, so 
that the outcome'of it will be known 
in history probably as the treaty of 
London of this year, or the next.

Tusk Measures Seven Feet In Length, 
Weighs 175 Pounds 





The skeleton of a mastodon was 
found by Mr. Leaman Hawley on the 
second ‘concession of Malahide, near 
Aylmer, Ont.

The victims are Edmond Barton 
Wellman and his wife. Their com- 
fortable: home is situated in the 12th 
concession of Rawdon Township on 
the west side of what is known as the 
Marmora Roast. Some time on Satur- 
day Wellman went to a neighbor and 
borrowed a shot gun, stating that he 
had of late been troubled by weasels 
about his place, and saying that he 
wanted to shoot them. The weapon 
was, howéver, procured for the pur-

Six Village Sites 
Found Near Ottawa 


OTTAWA, Dec. 14.—Mr. 
Winterberg, assistant to Mr. Harlan 
1. Smith, archaeological survetor, at 
the Victoria Museum, has just re- 
turned from 'a trip with information 
as to locations of old villages. 

“On the 8th of May, Mr Smith and} 
his assistant started out to. find lo- 
cations. In June Mr. Wintorberg 
who had gone on to Prescott by him- 
self, wired to Mr. Smith that he had 
discovered six old village sites. Mr. 
Smith went there and worked until 
the end of October. They seht back 
altogether 135 freight boxes of arch. 
neological remains. The, total cost 
was less than n thousand dollars. Fif- 
ty-one human skeletons were dug up 

The people of these old villlagen 
were evidently agriculturists and did 
notedo much fighting.

Probable. Demands of Turkey, Al- 
Though They Concede Four-fifths of 
the Ottoman Territory, In Europe, 
Are. More Than the Alties Will, Con- 
cede—Would Keep Saloniki, Scu- 
tari and Monastir. 


London, Dec. 17.—The plenipoten- 
tiaries who have under consideration 
the arrangement of peace between 
Turkey and the Balkans met Sester- 
day in St. James’ Palace. They ad- 
journed carly in the afternoon, with- 
out having entered into the discussion 
of the question of peace. ‘ 

The feature of the day was the ad- 
dress of welcome delivered by Sir 
Edward Grey, the British Secretary 
for Foreign Affairs, who was clected 
honorary president of the conference. 
The responses of the heads of the 
various delegations indicated a desire 
to accomplish the purpose for which 
the conference is being held. 

All the delegates applauded Sir Ed- 
ward Gres’s speech, which evidently 
like his statement in the House of 
Commons would, aimed at impartial. 
ity. But the Balkan delegates seem- 
ingly are more satisfied with its sub- 
stance than the Turks. 

Tn this passage, “In this way you 
will lay foundations on which I trust 
will be built by true wisdom and 
statesmunship the Prosperity, moral, 
economic and ‘ational, of your respec- 
tive countries,” they see a plain al- 
lusion to their states, as they ars 
fighting for the Principle of national- 
ity amd they are trying to upbuild 
the moral and economic prosperity of 
their countries; while for Turkey it 
tion of zeneral demolition.

“would apparently be equsl, but not 
superior, to that of permanent secre- 
taries or other officers of the depart- 
ments of the British Government, 
and it is quite clear from the state- 
ments made by Mr. Asquith and oth- 
ers appearing Tecently. in The London 
Timés, that there is no intention on 
the part of the Imperial Government 
of making this committee, even with 
the/ representatives of Canada. and 
the other dominions upon it, anything 
more than an sdvisory committee to 
the British Government, a ‘committee 
absolutely under the control of tha 
Prime Minister of Great Britain. 
While representation on the commit- 
tee of Imperial defence may serve a 
uséfal purpose when matters affecting 
Canada are under consideration, all 
must agree that no one would ser- 
jously suggest that giving Canada ‘or 
thé her dominions a seat on this 
committee would be giving them any 
teal voice in the management of de- 
fence or of foreign policy. Two Im- 
perial organizations of .cqual status 
and responsibility are impossible. Do 
not let us lose the substance in grasp- 
ing for the shadow. Let us maintain 
the one to which the statesmen of the 
Empire have for years given their 
best thought and which has proved 
auch an unifying force in promoting 
the highest interests of both the donm- 
inions and the Empire, an organiza- 
tion which, judged by its history, as 
well as by its representative charac- 
ter, is capable of developing to meet 
the needs and exigencies of the fu- 
ture,” 

The Imperial conference, said Mr. 
Rowell, is composed of Prime Minis- 
lers commanding. Parliamentary ma- 
jorities and can, therefore, inake their 
devisions effective. 

“The Linperial conference is organ- 
ized to deal with all subjects of com- 
inon interest to the Empire. The com- 
mittee of Iinperial defence is limited 
to consideration of matters of defence, 
and, only very incidentally, of for- 
eigu policy.”

It ix significant of the xTowing 
horror that a Bavarian hewspaper 
should present its readera with a 
striking record of the wars of the last 
fifty years. 

This paper, under a series of litfle 
pictures of fallen soldiers on the but- 
tlefield, gives the number of killed in 
each great war of the past half-cen- 
tury, with the strange exception «f 
the Boer war.

Crimean war, 750,000; Italian -war

Sarawak, Whose Uncle Made Him- 

self Rajah, Fought Dyaks and Pi- 

rates and Founded a Strong 

Dynasty. 

The warning of Rajah Brooke, of 
Sarawak, on tlie. Island of Borneo, 


to his native subjects to beware of 


the wiles of financial exploiters and 
concessionaries has once more drawn 
attention to one of the most remark- 
able territories in the world. 

There is no greater romance in the 
annals of sovereignty than the story 


of how an Anglo-Saxon became the 
crowned dictator of the destinies of an 


oriental people. The story concerns 
the dynasty of Sarawak, founded by 
Sir James Btooke, the uncle of the 
resent rajah, who first saw the light 
in England in the year 1803. He be- 













camo a distinguished soldier, served 


in the Burmese war and went home 
severely wounded. 
On a later trip to India tho islands 
of Malaysia so charmed him that he 


determined to investigate them and 


fitting out the Royalist, a small 
schooner, and selecting a picked crew, 


he det the Rajah of awak, in 
the east corner of Borneo, drop- 
ping anchor off Kuching. Muda Has-

sam, the tajah, welcomed him .warm. 
ly and besought his services in crush- 
ing a rebellion. After Brooke put an 


end to the uprising the rajah offered 


him his crown, with all the kingly 
rights attaching to it, and he was duly 


crowned Rajah of Sarawak by Omar 


Ali, the Sultan of Brunei. 

Brooke's first serious work was to 
mako war upon the pirates of Malay- 
who spread terror among the ship- 
ping on the coast of Asia and the 
Philippines, and with tho aid of the 
British Asiatic fleet the pirates’ ves 
sels were destroyed and their strong: 
hold taken. While the new rajah was 
bringing the pirates to book the Sul- 
tan Omar’ Ali regretted ‘his part in 
lacing, a’ white ian on the throne 
and attacked Kuching. With the aid 
of Sie Thomas Cochrane, admiral of 
the British Asiatic fleet, the Sultan of 
Brunei was defeated and a good slice 
of his territory taken. Later Rajah 
Broake appropriated more territory 
until now all that remains of Brunci 
is a small strip of land between Sare- 
wak and British North Bornec. 

Now fienily seated on his throne he 
turned his attention toward pacifyiny 
the ing tribes of the interior and 
in this work was assisted by his 
nephew, Charles Brooke, the present 
rajah. By the persuasive power of 
the bayonct and sword the land Dysks 
and other head-hunting tribes were 
reduced to submission and even to

tions for the well being of the people 


was hold wut to the uatives for the 
improvement of their plantations. A 
golden age seemed to be dawning in 
Barawak, when suddenly the Chinese 
employed in the gold mines revolled, 
burned the palace over thr rajnh's 
bead and sent him a iuzitive from the 
capital. But he soon returncd. With 
the aid of forces collected by his 
pephew he wreaked a terriblo revenge 
on the Chinese. The terrible Dyaka, 
fierce as bloodhounds, were allowed 
to work their will when grape and 
canister had swept over the town and 
not a Chinese lived to tell the tale of 
bitter punishment. Some battered, 
smoke-grimed skulls are still shown 
on a spot near the upper waters of 
the Rejang, grisly mementces of men 
who were once rebels in this Sarawak 
uprising. 

The next six yeara were spent by 
the aging ruler in the work of civili- 
zation and guiding his people's ener- 
gies into peaceful pursuits, not to 

k of making good the majesty of 
Idw and order in the furthest reaches 


of his possessions. He afterwards re- 


turned to England broken in health, 
leaving his nephew in charge of the 
realm. & 

Sir Charles Brooke now sits on the 
throne of Sarawak, virile and capable 
still, although he will be 8! next 
birthday. .Haying lived a life only 
comparable in ‘hardness and daring to 
the western pioneers in Canada 
years ago, he has no use for the com- 
forta and luxuries of civilization. He 
risea with the sun and puta in a hard 
day’s work before most men have 
eaten their breakfast. Except when 
he gives a formal dinner, he zoes to 
bed at 9 o'clock. He is a kindly des. 
pot, who has no use for representative 
government, and some of his decrees 
are most drastic. 

Both Sir James Brooke and the-pres. 
ent rajah married native women. The 
latter also took a European wife, who 
lived in Sarawak for muny years and 
took an active and helpful part in the 
management of the kingdom. Several 
children were born to thei, includitts, 
a son, who was natned Rajah Muda, 
which means heir apparent to the 
throne.

They use big swords, witn 
which they strike up their victims’ 
heads before dealing the great, sweep- 
ing blow that almost cuts the head 
from the body.” 

One of the chiefs of the Bashellele 
tribe presented Mrs. Roby with one 
of these terrible weapons, and a can- 
nibal chief at another stage of the 
march gavo her a knife used: by the 
warriors. The sword of the Bashel- 
lele chief bas the rvputation of having 
dealt out death to a thousand men, 
At many of the villages the Africans 
had never secn a white woman before, 
and they crowded round Mrs, Moby 
criticaliy, looking at her hair, her 
complexion, her hands, and express- 
ing. the utmost interest in the white 
woman who had come to their capital. 
The news went round that sho was a 
“modicine woman,” and on several 
occasions her. surgical powers were 
put to the test.

A CELEBRATED WOMAN. 


Princess Salm-Salm Dead After Ro- 
mantic Life. 


KARLSRUHE, Germany, Dec. 23. 
—The death of Princess Agnes Salm- 
Salm Saturday brought to an end a 
most romantic career, 

She was the daughter of an Ameri- 
can colonel named Leclerog, and was 
born at Baltimore, M.D., in 1840. In 
her youth she gained some renown as 
an actress and then she married 
Prince Felix Salm-Salm in 1862. 

The prince was a soldier of fortune. 
He served first in the German and 
then in the Austrian army, on leaving 
which he went to the Uni Btates 
and joined the Union res darin,

“I an) positive 
that the people of this province will 
not stand for a triplo system; yet that 
is what you ask for, since you are 
asking for racial schools.” 

Dr. Freeland argued that the func- 
tiun of tho Government was to cdu- 
cate, pot to Anglicize. The regulations 
showed conclusively that the Govern- 
ment was bent upon Anglicizing the 

glish-French schools, At this 

nt the discussion waxed — rather 
Sir James taking objection to 
such a statement from the doctor. 

Sir James scored some hewspapers 
which, he said, were agitating the 
question of bilingualism, and in do- 
ing so fanning racial ‘and religious 
strife. “I think I will just say a 
word or two. This Government is 
composed of mortals, and mortals

At the opening of the new foot tun- 
nel cofistructed by the London Coun- 
ty Council between North and South 
Woolwich, Sir W. Whitaker Thomp- 
son, under whose direction the tunnel 
was. Dullt. explained that it was neces 
sary ‘mainly because of the incon- 
yeulence by fog, which in the winter 
time frequently. brought’ about en- 
tire stoppage of the free ferry ser 
vice, thus preventing workingmen and 
others from crossing the river.

King George: Personally Reads Lead- 
Ing Journale—Some. Rulers Have 

-' Papera Carefully. Culled ... ~ 
The popular idea that kings live 
thelr lives apart, and know ifttle or 
othing about what is'going on in the 
outside and workaday world, may have 
had‘some foundation in fact in the old 
days; «Speaking generally, it haa ab- 
eolutely none now. Even ‘the late 
Bulten of Turkey, Abdul Hamid, who 
was generally considered to be steeped 
in the excluslveness of the East and 
wrapped up in himself and bis own 
personal ‘schemes, took good care to: 
be infornied of what was golng on, not 
only in: his kingdom, \but-outside it. 
His chief source of information, apart. 
from his'eples‘and the diplomatic Te- 
presentatives of Turkey in the various. 
European capitals, was: derived from: 
French newspapers. These were de- 
llvered regularly at the royal palace, 
and it was the duty of two officials 
to read them through and commit any- 
thing which they considered of fn- 
terest to the Sultan to memory. Ad- 
mitted to the royal presence, they 
were called upon to recite what they 
had learned, and if the Sultan had 


led upon to produce evidence, and woe 
beltje them {fit was not immediately 
forthcoming’ and falled to substemtiate 
their verbal statements. 

British Monarchs 

Queen Victona had the Times 
read to her, and articles dealing with 
personal matters were carefully cut 
out and pasted in volumes bonnd in 
royal blue. 

King Edward was not fond of read- 
ing, but the latest foreign telegrams 
were always placed before him, and 
extracts from important speeches de- 
livered in the Houses of Pariiantent 
were cut out and pasted on sheets of

paper for his perusal. As is well | 


knowy, the late King. took a: keen in- 
terest In sport, anduhe was always 
kept supplied withthe latest infor 
mation on that. topic. 
King George-i9 a: firm believer in 
doing things himself, and he person- 
ally reade the morning newspapers. 
His Majeaty‘s private secretary saves 
& certain amount of time and trouble, 
however, py marking articles and 
{tems of news of special interest. The 
King then jota down notes while he 
{fs reading. Some of these notes take 
the ahape of queries asking for fur- 
ther information on some particular 
subject, and it is the duty of the pri- 
vate secretary to see that this Is sup 
plied. 
Kaiser a Hungry Reader 

The German Emperor is a very 
“hungry” reader, and is able to ab 
sorb wm vast quantity of information 
in a very short time. He reads the 
papers quickly, and is specially in- 
terested in. technical and engineering 
papors and in journals dealing with 
shipbuilding, gunonery,,and other.war 
like matters. 


The Emperor of Austria very rarely 
reads himself. He Is read to. The 


aged monarch still takes the keenest 
possible interest in the polititcal move- 
ments in his country; he aled likes 
to keep abreast of the‘time-in military 
subjects, Literature-and the arts do 
not, however, appeal to him. 

The Czar of Russia has a paper of 
bis own, specially printed each morn- 
fing. It is the most exclusive paper 
in the world, for only two copiea are’ 
supplied, one for the Czar, the other 
for his private secretary. It is a two- 
page sheet containipg a digest of the 
news of. the world, compressed into 
tabloid form. Needless .to say, every- 
thing calculated to disturb His Majes- 
ty’a peace of mind is carefully omitted. 

The King of Italy has a lMterary 
leaning and is fond ‘of reading maga- 
tine articles, a taste shared: by the 
King of Denmark, who is thoroughly 
informed ‘on the jliterary- movements 
of the day and well able to converse 
on them. 

A Court Newsman 

. The King of Spain has a-great ad- 
miration of everything English, and 
English papers and xmagazines figure 
on bis study ‘table. ' Details concern- 
ing his own kingdom are supplied by 
his secretaries and an official who 
holds the post of Court Newsman and 
is supposed to be ap In all the social 
gossip of the hour. 

The late Emperor of Japan was ex- 
ceedingly well informed and in his 
case also the bulk of his information 
was derived from ‘English newspapers 
and reviews. As the Emperor could 
not read English’ with facility, the 
articles “had to! be translated into 
Japanese and’a qoncise resume made.
